The Commissioners shall cause their sewers to be so 
constructed, kept, and cleansed as not to be a nuisance or injurious to healthy atid 
for the purpose of cleansing, flushing, and emptying them, may construct and 
place, either above or under ground, such reservoirs, sluices, engines, or other 
works as may >*^e necessaiy, and may cause such sewers to communicate with, 
and be emptied into, such places as may be fit and necessary within Calcutta, 
and if necessary for the purpose of outfall or distribution of sewage without 
Calcutta, and may cause the sewage and refuse therefrom and from the town to 
be collected for sale, or for tbe impiovement of land, or for incineration, or for 
any purpose whatsoever, bat not so as to create a nuisance.

Magistrate, l^e liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50 for each offence, and any 
owner, occupier, or keeper of any such shop or place who shall employ any such 
uncertified person to perform any one or'more of such duties shall, on convic- 
tion before "a Magistrate, be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 200 , and shall 
be further liable, at the^ discretion of such Magistrate, to forfeit his license. 

Nothing in this section contained shall be construed to apply to the sale 
of drugs used by practitioners of indigenous medicines when such drugs are 
not sold in a shop or place where medicines are dispensed upon prescription.

of climate, has become inert or unwholesome, or has otherwise become deteri- 
orated in such a manner as to lessen its efficacy, to change its operation,* or to 
render it noxious, may remove the same on giving a receipt specifying the 
nature and quantity of the drug removed and its approximate value ; and if it 
appear to any Magistrate that the said drug removed as aforesaid is adulterated, 
or has become inert, unwholesome, or deteriorated, as aforesaid, he may order 
the same to be destroyed, or to be so disposed of as to him may seem fit. If 
it shall appear to the Magistrate that the drug so removed is not adulterated, 
or has not h^icome inert, unwholesome, or deteriorated as aforesaid, the person 
from whose shop or place it has been taken shall be entitled*^ to have it restored to 
Compensation if drug be not him, and it shall be in the discretion of the Magis- 
•dulterated. trate to award him such compensation, not exceed- 

ing the actual loss which l)as been sustained, as the Magistrate may think 
proper.

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The municipal officer so appointed shall attend widi the local standards 
in his custody at each time and place fixed, and shlkll examine every measuns 
or weight which is of the same denomination as one of such standards and is 
brought to him for the purpose of verihcalion and compare the same with mat 
standard, and, if*he find the same correct, shall stamp it with a stamp Of 
verification in such manner as best to prevent fraud. 

Thef said municipal officer shall enter in a book kept by him minutes .of 
every such verification, and give, if required, a certificate undej: his hand of 
every such stamping. •

Part VIII . — Of Burial and Burning Grounds,

there be no owner or person authorized to control the same, the registration 
may be made by order of the Commissioners in a book to be kept by them for 
that purpose. 

874. Whoever uses any such place as is mentioned in the last preceding 

p . section without the same being registered or without 

a plan having been deposited, when required by the 
Commissioners, within the period prescribed in the last preceding section, shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. lOO, and to a further fine, not exceeding 
Rs. 50 , for each day during which the offence is continued after he has been 
convicted of such offence. 

875. Every person having the control of a I)urial or burning ground shall 
Registers of burials and keep a register of all burials, or cremations therein, 

cremations to be kept. jn which shall be entered the particulars required to 

be entered in the certificate referred to in section one hundred and ninety, and 
the Commissioners shall at all times have access to such register. 


876. Whoever buries or burns, or causes, procures, or suffers to be buried

(Jo^) drainage, cess-pools, privies, cowhouses, and stables j 
(//) the management, inspection, and scale of fees to be charged for the 
use of places provided under the provisions of sections three hun- 
dred and forty-one and three hundred and forty-five ; 

(/) the inspection and management, and conduct of, business in markets, 
and the keeping the same in a proper, orderly, and cleanly state ; 
(/) the inspection of places used for any of the purposes mentioned in 
section three hundred and forty-six, and the management and con- 
duct of busin^ess in the same ; • 

{k) theatre^ and other places of public resort, recreation, and amusement ; 
(/) lodging-houses, public laundries, dairies, and licensed cowhouses and 
stables ; 

(m) securing the cleanliness of milk-stores, milk-Shops, and milk-vessels 
used for keeping or conve>ing milk ;

and generally for carn/ing out the purposes of this Act.

Rules for granting Licenses on Professions, Trades, and Callings. 

(i) Li«:enses shall be either personal or local, and shall be granted under 
seven classes. 

A local license is a license, the classification of which depends on the valua- 
tion of the place of business, and also a license granted under Class IV., clauses 
(d) and (e)y Class V., . clause (c), and Class VL, clause (a). 

The seven Classes are as follows : — 

Class I. — Rs. 200,

A separate local license shall be requisite for each separate place of 
business : Provided that no separate license shall be necessary for adjacent 
prenx^ises forming one place of business, or for yards, godowns, or factories auxi- 
liary to a place of business, but in such cases the valuation of all the premises, 
yards, or godowns, shall be computed in determining the class under which the 
license must be taken out. 

(5.) When any person practises a profession, trade, or calling for which 
a personal license should be taken out, and is also the owner or lessee of a 
place of business for which a local license should be taken out, he shall take 
out separate licensee, but one license will suffice if the place of business is auxi- 
liary to his profession, trade, or calling. 

(6.) When the owner or lessee of any place is liable to take out a license, 
the license should be taken out by the lessee, if there is any lessee ; if not, by 
the owner. * • 

(7.) The liability of any person to take out a license, and the class under 
which he is liable, shall be determined in the following manner : — 

[a ) — Any person who has taken out a license for the preceding year, or been 
fined under section ninety for not taking out a license during such 
year, shall be presumed to be liable and entitled to take out a license 
under the class in which he was then placed in the year for which 
the tax is being levied. 

(^) — person who, in consequence of any change in his profession, 
trade, or calling, or place of business, or for any other reason, con- , 
siders hitnself entitled to take out a license in a lower class than 
before, or to be altogether exempted, may present an application to 
that effeft to the Commissioners at any lime before the first day of 
July. If no application is made by that date, he will be liable to 
take out a license as prescribed in clause {a). 

The Commissioners shall pass orders on such application, and the license 
shall be taken out in accordance with such orders, unless appealed against 
under clause {e). 

(f) — If the Commissioners consider that any person who has not taken out 
* a license in the preceding year ought to take out a license, or that 
any person who has taken out a license for the preceding year, but 
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has not taken ant a license for the current year; ought to take out a 
license in a higher class or more than one license, they may serve 

^ him with a notice directing him to take out a license for the current, 

year in such class as may seem to them proper. * 

{d ) — If the Commissioners consider that any person who has taken- out a

(2) — To a Court of Small Causes having jurisdiction in the place in which 

the profession, trade, or calling is said to be carried on. 

(8.) In case of an appeal to a Court of Small Causes under this schedule, 
the said Court may follow the procedure laid down in sections four hundred and 
twenty-four and four hundred and twenty-five. 

(/) — Such person shall, within fifteen days of the passing of the order, or 
af the receipt of the notice, deliver at the olTice of the Commis- 
sioners an ap]dication in writing, stating the grounds of appeal, and 
also informing the Commissioners whether he intends to appeal 
under clause (1) or clause (2). 

No appeal shall lie unlc^js tfie amount of the license as assessed has been 
deposited with the Commissioners.
